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Editorial Comment 


IF IT WASN'T SO SERIOUS! 


If it wasn't so serious, it would be funny, but it is serious 
and it isn't funny. 

The welfare Program we're talking about, and some of the 

“improvements” in this program that the bigwig bleeding hearts 
at state and national levels are talking about. 

For example, there is the idea afoot that the residence re- 
quirement should be eliminated for recipients of OAS benefits. 
The California requirement is now five years — make this no 
years or one year, and the population will increase faster than 
the even wildest current predictions — and also taxes. 

Then there is the thinking that Aid To Needy Children 
should be granted even though the husband and father is in 
home and able to work. The idea is that families should be 
given aid if they earn less than a certain amount. If ANC aid 
continues on its present basis, and it no doubt would, or it 
might be increased, the logical result would be more of what 
we have now — a way of life involving the production of chil- 
dren at taxpayer expense, with so much money coming in that 
father couldn't afford to go to work. 

We Americans are charitable people; we will not let old 
people, or children, or the unfortunates suffer. But we Ameri- 
cans are also suckers when we allow our welfare situation to get 
out of hand, then do little about it when it gets even further 
out of hand. 

There are indications, however, that people are bginning 
to wake up — and well they might, what with nearly half of our 
Tulare county budget going for some form of welfare. Voice of 
the Tulare County Welfare Advisory committee is being heard 
more often, and in greater distance; grand juries around the 
state are beginning to take a more critical look at the welfare 
program, and perhaps we will start moving back into the area 
where welfare should be — the care of those who need care — 
and out of the realm of welfare as a profitable way of life. 

Or maybe the trend will continue and we'll all be on wel- 


fare. How funny that would be, except, who would then pay 
the bill?

should stop believing in the 
“myth” that federal deficits 
should always be shunned. 

Nor should they allow them- 
selves ever again to accept 
the “myth” that the federal 
debt is growing at a danger- 
ously rapid rate. 

They should accept changes 
in the method of preparing 
the federal budget, so as to 
permit the Government to 
spend huge sums without hav- 
ing to include them in the 
budget as expenditures — 
thereby ‘permitting virtually 
unlimited deficit spending. 

In addition, as recommended 
by Solicitor General Archibald 
Cox, they should welcome “‘the 
development of a new rela- 
tionship between Government, 
management and labor with 
respect to key wage and price 
decisions.” Mr. Cox has in the 
past served as one of Mr. 
Kennedy’s principal advisers 
on labor problems. 

There are many other 
phases of the New Frontier 
economic philosophy—virtual- 
ly all of which call for more 
Government spending, more 
centralization of power in the 
federal Government, and more 
controls over industry and the 
people. 

The campaign to sell this 
New Frontier program to the 
American people has, of 
course, been going on for some 
time.

Pioneer Junior high, and two 
classrooms at Westfield. Beyond 
this point, classrooms will be giv- 
en first priority, followed by the 
multi-tise rooms at West Putnam 
and Olive, with the physical edu- 
eation facilities at Bartlett and 
Pioneer last in order. 

4, The money derived from the 
proposed 50 cent tax will be plac- 
ed in a special reserve fund with 
the requirement that expendi- 
tures will be made from this fund 
for capital outlay items as spe- 
cified in the call for election, and 
not for general purpose opera- 
tions of the school budget. 

This statement of policy has 

been approved by the present 
members of the Porterville Ele- 
mentary School district board — 
A. L. Ferguson, Richard S. Hub- 
ler, O. D., Harrison B. Smith, John 
Daybell and Floyd A. Elliott, D. 
V.M. 
It is estimated that a 50 cent 
tax over a five-year period would 
raise $857,637. The present tax 
rate of the district is $1.97, in- 
cluding a 45 cent override voted 
by people in the district in 1959, 
and 37 cents for bond retirement. 
(Further discussion of this tax 
increase, and a list of . specific 
projects planned on the nine cam- 
puses of the district, will be cov- 
ered in future issues of The Farm 
Tribune.)
